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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because Figures 30 and 31 (a) and 31 (b), 33 and 
34(a) and 34(b) do not appear to correspond with the description in the specification on 
pages 16-18. The reference characters mentioned in the specification do not match 
those with these figures. For example, the antenna appears to be 1 1 , and 12 appears 
to be a display window, etc. These elements do not correspond with the specification. 
Applicant should perform a one-to-one correspondence with the description and these 
figures to correct the drawings and or specification, and any other errors to the 
drawings. However, no new matter may be entered into the disclosure. 

The shading of the cross sections of the elements 11, 12,13,15 and 8 appear to 
be shaded as a conductor, but it appears that some elements may be dielectric. 
Applicant should verify the materials in figures 31(a),(b) an 32. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
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of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of 
the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action.

Corrected 
drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action 
to avoid abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.121 (d)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: As noted 
above with respect to the drawing objection, pages 16-17 of the specification do not 
appear to describe the figures 30,31 (a) and 31 (b). If the specification needs to be 
corrected, applicant is notified that no new matter may be entered into the disclosure. 

Also, on page 1, line 7, "TACHNICAL" should be -TECHNICAL-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 24,25 and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Phillips et al. (4571595). 

Regarding Claim 24, Phillips et al show a mobile telecommunication antenna 1 1 
embedded in a case in use, shown in Figures 1 and 3 and comprising, a first 
radiation-conductive element 42 arranged substantially in parallel with a 
grounding substrate 30 and located at an upper region in the case 16, a second 
radiation-conductive element 26 or 28 arranged substantially in vertical to the 
grounding substrate 30 and located at an upper region in the case 16, and a 
power supply terminal 38 for electrically coupling at least one of the radiation- 
conductive elements 26,28,42 to a high-frequency circuit 46 (or the 
transmitter/receiver) embedded in the case, wherein the first and second 
radiation-conductive elements 26,28 and 42 are electrically coupled to each other 
(see schematic in Fig. 3), and at least one of the elements is electrically coupled 
to the grounding substrate for being operable in a plurality of different frequency 
bands, all arranged as claimed on the surface of the body substrate 12,14. 
Regarding Claim 39, a speaker is shown in Fig. 1 . A microphone is taught in 
column 3, lines 56-62, and the operating unit claimed is deemed the duplexer 46 
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and the high-frequency circuit is defined by transmitter and receiver set forth 
therein.
